And this line of argument might be

Eopublicans can find much to admire and 
imitate in the entire absence ot hesita- 
tion when the one great teat ot puny 
fealty was placed before him. Thtra id 
everything to commend in his attitude 
and condadt; it was entirely devoid ot 
iiDcartainty and ambiguity. Those few 
and simple words, "whisky it 
good 


enongh tor me," whioh will go rosound- 
Jng through tbo corridors of time with 
increased reverberations as tho acea roll 
by, amply demonstiato his profound de- 
votioD to tho political principles o£ which 
he is the chief exponent and exeraplur 
in the land. Those (ew words show that 
tie graapa the true democratic idea; that 
both by intuition and education he real- 
izes the needs of tho hour, and that to 
tho extent of lus oapaoity ho will carry 
out that idea which is full ot oharms 
and satisfaction. And the linguistic sim- 
plicity of tho language which was em- 
ployed in this arieis should not bo over- 
looked. As forty centuries looked down 
upon IOB soldiers of Napoleon trom the 
Pyramids; BO forty generations of An- 
elo-3aion ancestors listened with quick- 
ened hearts to hear President Cleveland's 
answer at thii trying moment.

faithful to his blood—he rose with tho 
emergency—he took in the si tuation. In 
his reply; whioh with his tar-reachins 
vision he knew would be tho rallying 
ory of his party in the next campaign, he 
aid not seek for words of Latin deriva- 
tion with Greek termination, asd ot 
Teutonic conjugation; but ho instinct- 
ively made o selection from those in 
common -uao and which havo no alien 
origin.

SOME MAR V'ELOUS IS V&3TIOXS. 


It has been said that the ingeunity of 


man ie equal to any emergency, that there 
has not yet been a machine or an inetru- 
mont needed in carrying on the business 
of life that has not been invented, and 
that none will be needed that cau not be 
invented. One ot the latest end most 
beautiful ot modern inventions 13 writ- 
ing by electricity, devised by Mr, John 
Robertson, • an Englishman. 
It trans- 


mits writing by electricity. Tho sender 
ot a message, for instance, uses whB(. 
seems to have tho appearance ot a stylo- 
graphic pen, and any motion givon this 
pen- lite instrument by the hand, is re- 
produced with absolute accur-cy fifty or 
hundred miles away, or ovou fivo hun- 
dred. Tho instrument has beon thor- 
oughly tested in London and lias not 
tailed to give a perfect transcript of the 
message. 


One o£ tno most cm-ione inventions of 


the ago was probably the phonograph, 
the invention of Mr. Edison. It has been 
eaid that ot all thu inventions e-?oi known 


each individual 
phonograph, woe 
But it was not 


practical- Thenewnotr voice machine. 
which now promisee to be far more curi- 
ous than the phonograph, is a "voice 
writer" and with it the voice ol any per- 
son onoe thrown into the machine or in- 
strument, can ba reproduced with un- 
erring exactness. There JS some doubt 
whether the new voice machine will evei 
become B standard method of communi- 
cation bttiaee its transmission is forced 
by mail. 


Probably one of the most wondeilul as 


well as one of most practical inventions 
of the ceutury, is the dynagroph, an in- 
strument for tbe automatic recording ot 
the condition of railway beds. It

RICH AND MISERABLE. 


DentU of an Kcccntrlc nn 


Jersey Hermit. 


Th c death recently o£- Thomas Foster, of 


Shamong Township, Burlington County, Ni 
J., furnishes iho people ot Mount Holly .and 
neighboring villages somothing further .to 
\vonder at and discuss sa^'e tho Now York 
ll-'oi'W. Poster was seventy years old, and 
•waB ::no\vn to his uoiehbors as "The Hermit 
oC tho Piaos." For fifty years 'he had lived 
ulonc in the primitive little log bouse -in 
which ho Jiofl, und lov a groat part of. the 
time was known to be a miser. Hence; 
littlo surprise was manifested by those who 
found in an old cnust in bis cabin bills 'and 
gold and silver coins to a lurrjo amount. 


When Foster, then a prepossessing yqu-th. 


of t\vent3;, appeared in Shamong township 
half n lajntury ago and took up bin abode in 
tho littlo cabin with his dogs and books, tho , 
people wondered. Ho.. possessed an excel- 
lent scholastic education and polished man- 
ners, and soon had many friends among hi» 
rural neighbors. Why ho had fled 'from 
cities and buried himself in that outof-tho*. 
way place ho never told, but. littlo by littlo 
a story was woven for him, in which the 
time-worn motive of disappointed love was 
made to lit his case, and he ceased to be an 
object ot interest, Then it came to be 
noised about that Foster was a miser. • The 
country people fell away from him, and he.

.The shooting took place on the sidewalk 


immediately after Mr. liawson had left tho 
church in which ho had been worshiping, 
and In front of ite very door. But few peo- 
ple had left tho church before Mr. Eawnon. 
As ho came from tho portals of tho sacred 
edifice hi walked to nearly tho center ot 
tho sidewalk .in front and turned to go 
south. Tho swarthy youth had stood but a 
few feet from him,, awaiting his coming. Aa 
Mr, Rawson .turned to go houth tho boy fol- 
lowed after, and "was very close to him. Sir. 
'•Kaw«on had gone perhaps fifty feet south 
•when tho sound of a shot startled Uio 
crowd 
of men, women 
and 
children 


who 
had 
gathered 
from tho church 


to tho sidewalk. 
Mr. llnwaou turned 


partially about, for tho ehot had been aimed 
at him and had penetrated his right log. As 
he instinctively turned ho raised his right 
hand partially above his head, and a second 
shot immediately followed,.

The 
excitement created by the second shot was 
fearful and threw tho women and children 
into a panic. It seemed as if Mr. Eawson 
was anxious to get away from his pursuer,

shot foi- 


lowed, which penetrated his back. Dearths 
sprno. Eo tottered for a moment and 
then fell, going down on his face. I3y this 
rime tho youth had gotten close to liiin, und 
;rapldly fired two more shots into tho pros- 
trato fozm. 
As tho fifth shot was fired t\vo 


men grasped tho murderer, but ho said they 
needhttvo no fear of his doing further dam- 
ago, na ho had exhausted his ammunition. 


• A great crowd gathered in a very short 


•time, and lor.d cries ot "Hang him!" was 
'heard. Theyonth roruatacd cool through- 
out all the excitement, and on' tho arrival 
o! an officer handed.over his revolver, nnd 
said: ."Hero it is—this is what I did tho 
shooting with. I gave him all I had. Put 
the handcuffs.on me, and Til go with yon."

. In the .meantime Mr. Eawson had not been 
neglected. "Though all 0( the five shots had 
taken-offloct ho waa still conscious, stroiic 
and full of nervo.

do not SCO how Congressmen having lam- 


ilos get along on their salaries at Washing- 


prices, unless they live abjectly in 


rooms. Of course those who take no fami- 
y with them can make two ends meet, but 
hon they must keep up two establish- 
ments, ono here and the other at home, and 
n the latter event must separate from wife 
ind children. This is not tho life I dcsiro 
to lead, and I can not imagine how Con- 
gressmen of limited means manage, if they 
>ay their bills, to support themselves and 
'amiles on their salaries, taking into con- 
sideration tho almost endless expenses to 
which they aro subjected at Washington. 
Possibly some body can lot mo into tho se- 
crot and initiate mo into the mysteries." 


There is no doubt that tho largo influx of 


wealthy people, who havo recently adopted 
Washington 
as a winter headquarters, 


erected handsome mansions, and plunged 
licadlong into society dissipations of tbo 
most extravagant character, has had tho 
effect of increasing tho expenses of ordi- 
nary domicile at tho National capital. A 
reasonably respectable houso rents all tho 
way from (SOO to *1,500 per year, unfurn- 
ished, and houses in. tho fashionable quar- 
ter rent freely at higher rates. Marketing 
here is not moro expensive than tho aver- 
ago of tho other cities, and yet is higher 
than at Baltimore and Philadelphia. Strange 
to relate, houso rents at Baltimore arc 
vastly cheaper,, than at Washington, and for 
MO or $60 per month, a better and moro com- 
pletely appointed residence can bo readily 
rented in Baltimore than uricc that amount 
would obtain in Washington. In fact, pala- 
tial mansions can bo had in Baltimoro, in ex- 
cellent neighborhoods, for less than iOOO per 
annum. 
The only disadvantage which operates 


against Baltimoro as being utilized as,tho 
residence adjunct of Washington is the dis- 
tance of forty miles, or eighty miles, daily 
travel going and coming. And yot it would 
pay not only Congressmen, but department 
employes to reside in that city, the draw- 
back being tho fatigno of traveling more 
than tbo timo consumed or the additional 
expense of railroad fare. Counting cheap 
houso rent and marketing, and offsetting 
"of railroad tares and time consumed, there 
is, nevertheless, a good margin in favor of 


-oltimoro. On these accounts, members of 
ingress who aro not disposed to dcvoto all 
leir timo to society indulgences can live on 
leir salaries and save something by domi- 
iling at Baltimore, but as a rule they pre- 
cr to "go broko" at Washington. 
An ex-;ncmbor of Congress, who had 
arely sunlcient money left to pay railroad 
aro homo, after the «loso o£ tho late Con- 
TCSS, narrating his cxpcricn«c in living in 
\ furnished houso, gave tho following ac- 
,»unt of how ho had made a big mistake: "I 
entcd a sparsely-furnished houso ot $1,000 
Mr year, from October 1, 1SS5, to April I, 
887, nineteen months, attSS.X! por month, a 
total of J1.5S3.2T. Tho house unfurnished 
was not worth more than NO por month; 
a fact I could have rented a better ono for 
40 on Capital Trill, but that neighborhood 
vas not fashionable enough for my family, 
iut attSO per month, tho nineteen months' 
cnt would, be »930, and, therefore, I laid 
633.23 rent on the old, rickety iurniture and 
>adly-worn carpets. 


"I was obliged to purchase tableware and 


linen and likewise bought several articles of 
'urcituro wherewith to mako the bouse de- 
cent. Now, I would have bought moro and 
jotter furniture than was in that houso for 
ess than tho amount I paid for its nineteen 
ionths' rent, and at tbo end of my term 


could have sold it at auction for ten por 
cent, less, so that I would have realized at 
oastfSOO, making tho rent or use of tho 
furaituro cost not ovor KOO. This furniture 
could havo been purchased on tho install- 
ment plan, one-thud down and the balance 
on monthly installments of not moro thar 
twenty-five dollars. As it is, I have paic 
more than tho value of tho furniture in rent 
and havo nothing to show for it. Sly ad 
vice to members of Congress depending oc 
thoir salaries and having families with them 
is to rent a modest-priced houso and fur 
nish it, for cash if thoy have it, otherwise 
oa tho installment plan."
